Man Which Was Claimed 


by Medical College. 


' Eastern relatives are,now institut- 


- ing inquiry regarding the body of 


. the unknown wanderer who dropped 


dsad upon the railroad track at Shel- 
don, 
this county, a week or more 


ago. It is now believed the man's 
name was Will Watson, and that his 
relatives reside at Cleveland, Ohio. 
At the time of his death, however, 
there was absolutely nothing upon 
his person 
by which 
he could be 


identified, and his companion could 
shed no light' upon his 
identity. 


Coroner Barnett utilized every means 
at hand in the endeavor to learn who 
the unfortunate fellow was, but with- 
out success. 
He held the body in 


his custody twelve hours longer than 
is made necessary by law, and no 
other claimant 
appearing, 
surren- 


dered the corpse to the Port Wayne 
College of Medicine, which had made 


Barnett telegraphed the company, 
advising them of the fact. His tele- 
gram was unanswered. 
Then came 


another rumor that the unfortunate 
man's name was Watson and that his 
home was at "Cleveland, New York." 
Official inquiry failed to disclose the 
existence of any such place as "Cleve- 
land, New York," and the man is 
upon the coroner's record not as Wil- 
liam Watson, 
but as "unknown." 


There was no disposition upon the 
part of the Fort Wayne authorities 
to neglect any means which miirht 
have led to the identification of the 
man, and it was presumed that had

Little Old Man in Kansas City 


Sends Warning Cable- 


grams to Notables. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 27.—If 


any lives have been lost 
through 


earthuakes in the West Indies, Rus- 
sia or Italy in the past week no 
blame can be laid to I. E. Hermann, 
of Kansas City, for the 
disasters. 


Hermann, who claims to be able to 
anticipate future events, has spent 
nearly $50 at hotel telegraph offices 
since last Sunday telegraphing and 
cabling notables in this country and 
others in an effort to have the pei- 
ple of the West Indies, Russia and 
Italy warned of coming earth dis- 
turbances. Among those he has no- 
tified are Helen Gould, Andrew Car- 
negie and the British ambassador to 
the court at St. Petersburg. 


Just who Hermann is nobody seems 


to know. He told the employes of 
the Hotel Baltimore, where he went 
to send several warning mesasges a 
few days ago, that he lived at Forest 
Hill cemetery. 
Inquiries made at 


the offices of the burying ground 
failed to throw any light upon tha 
question of his identity. He is not 
known there. 


Hermann is a little old man of 


about sixty years of age. His hair 
and beard are long and almost white. 
He appears to be a German, yet his 
speech has no foreign accen'. 
He 


appeared at the Hotel Baltimore first 
last Suudny, carrying a tomato can 
half full of silver money. That day 
he wired the British ambassador to 
the Russian court and an Italian in 
the east to look out for earthquakes 
and to warn the people. His tele- 
graph bill amounted to $17, which 
he paid. 


When questioned concerning his 


motives for sending the cablegrams 
he said he knew that "disastrous 
earthquakes" were coming to devas- 
tate Russia and Italy and he desires 
to warn the people of those countries 
to look out for them. "Wait and 
watch the papers," he said. "They 
will occur March 21 and 22,"

to people in the east, warning then 
of coming earthquakes.

John J. Pershing, Fifteenth infantry, 
who has been in command in the 
Moro country, has written a letter 
under date of Camp Vickers, January 
28th, to a personal friend in the war 
department, in which he gives in de- 
tail many interesting facts in con- 
nection 
with the 
disturbances in 


Mindanao. 
Captain Pershing says 


that after he was placed in charge of 
Horo affairs by General Davis be- 
ause he (Pershing) apparently could 
get along with them, he worked on 
he theory that it is necessary to 
establish mutual confidence between 
.he Moros and the United States "if 
we are to govern them without a lot 
of trouble." 
He endeavored to de- 


monstrate to them that tae United 
States is their friend, having no de- 
sire to carry them off into slavery 
or to take anything belonging to 
them without paying for it. 
This, 


he writes, is all contrary to what 
they have been accustomed to in the 
past. The Spaniards and the Moros 
could not get along together well. 
The Moros were very jealous of their 
religion and the < Spaniards tried to 
civilize tnem by seizing and baptiz- 
ing some of them. There were atroc- 
ities committed on both sides as a 
result of these differences. 


Captain Pershing 
says that the 


Moros do not realize any other kind 
of a government than a one-mar, 
power. He says he has been able to 
keep all the promises he has made, 
which has enabled him to be more 
successful in command of that dis- 
trict. They regard him as represent- 
ing the president of America and are 
somewhat uneasy as to what his suc- 
cessor will do. 
The 
question of 


slavery is intimately connected with 
their religion and is something of a 
vassalage or serfdom, and not slavery 
as known in this country. He thinks 
it is a subject that should remain 
untouched until it is understood bet- 
ter. The Moros, he writes, should 
have a government which they can 
understand, and it should be the pol- 
icy of the United States 
to let it 


alone, but to make each sultan and 
datto responsible for the acts of his 
people. 
"We cannot 
afford," 
he 


says, "to tear down their established 
form of government without giving 
them something better, and I fear it 
•will be..a long time before this can 
be done." • • • • • • 


The Maciu campaigns have had a
